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New Treatment Plant 


Is Behind Schedule 


Construction of the water 
treatment plant at Haggetts pond 
is behind schedule and local of- 
ficials are concerned about 
progress, eyeing the 1973 water 
supply. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin reported this week that, 
according to consultants, the con- 
struction is a good six months 
behind the original schedule and 
some behind the revised schedule 
given the town by the general 
contractors. 

While the water supply appears 
adequate this year, withthe rains 
of the spring and summer pro- 
viding adequate runoff to main- 
tain a good level at Haggetts, 
the lack of adequate progress 
poses a problem for the summer 
of 1973, 

Without sufficient wet weather 
in the fall, winter and spring, 
or drought conditions prevailing 
in the coming months, the pond 
level could drop to a problem 
area by next summer. 

When the contract was awarded 
to the Morris Construction Co. 
of Lowell over a year ago, there 
were 580 working days required 
to complete the project. 

As of the consultants last 
examination, the work was just 
under 50 percent complete,’ with 


71 percent of the 580 working 
days having elapsed. 

The contractors, town andcon- 
sultants sat down prior to the 
start of the project and outlined 
a work plan for completion. 

In April of this year, the ori- 
ginal work schedule was revised 
by the contractor. 

As of this week, the work at 
the site is three weeks behind 
the revised schedule, Austin 
reports. 

Completion date was originally 
established as Dec, 24, 1972. 

That date will not be met, it 
appears now. 

’ Under the original schedule, 
the work should be, at a minimum, 
60 percent complete by thistime. 

Camp, Dresser and McKee, 
consultants for the town on the 
Project, now estimate that the 
project, if the present scheduleis 
maintained, should be 80 percent 
finished by the end of this year, 
and 100 percent complete by April 
of 1973, 

The treatment plant is designed 
to take water from the Merri- 
mack river, treat it and place it 
in Haggetts, the town’s main 
reservoir and water supply. 

If the treatment plant is not

The board of health has given 
its approval for the use of the 
two proposed sites for sanitary 
landfill purposes. 

The board held a hearing in 
June on the Lowell Junction In- 
dustrial land andthe Cyr-C ronin- 
Brooks parcel on Woburn street. 

In a letter to the selectmen 
this week, the health authorities 
have stated that it is their, find- 
ings that the Lowell Junction 
site will be less apt to create 
health problems. 


As for the Cyr-Cronin-Brooks 
site off Woburn street, the board 
States, ‘‘Adequately prepared 
and operated according to state 
standards would fall into the 
same category.’’ 

So, the board of selectmen 
must now make their decision 
and recommendation to town 
meeting on this report, along 
with other pertinent information 
regarding the two sites proposed 
by the consulting engineers, Met- 
calf and Eddy. 

Both sites have been on dis- 
play at Memorial Hall Library,

The Woburn street location

If the selectmen make their 
decision Monday night, the ulti- 
mate choice is up to the voters 
at town meeting in October. Also, 
the finance committee must rule 
on the articles to be presented, 
since it is a special town meeting 
and their sanction of expendi- 
tures is necessary. 

The current plan is for the 
selectmen to recommend a site, 
and insert in the town meeting 
warrant both locations for the 
town to decide upon.

O'Neill, director of the TELSTAR satellite project (now an executive director at Bell 
Laboratories) displayed the traditional ‘‘thumbs up’’ for success when he learned that a 
taped TV talk by Frederick R. Kappel, then AT&T chairman (on monitoring screen in 
background), had been successfully relayed by the satellite to a French ground station. 


Anniversary Of A Satellite 


Ten years ago a_ small 
satellite was lifted into space, 
carrying with it the beginnings 
of a new era in communications. 
Dubbed the Telstar satellite, it 
set the stage for the future by 
conveying the first television 
broadcast between the United 
States and Europe. 

Headlined in Paris as ‘‘Le 
Miracle Telstar’? and in London 
as a ‘‘tele-Victory,’’ the historic 
telecast viewed simultaneously 
by Americans and Europeans 
featured the Stars and Stripes 
rippling gently in front of the 
satellite’s earth station in An- 
dover, Maine. 

The inauguration program also 
included the first telephone call 
beamed through the satellite. 
Lyndon B. Johnson, then Vice 
President, termed the achieve- 
ment ‘‘another first in our con- 
quest of space.” 

The Telstar project designed, 
built and paid for by the Bell 
System, is credited with making 
a significant contribution towards 
today’s international communi- 
cations technology. 

Within hours of the launch 
Telstar successfully relayed

television, voice, data and fac- 
simile in an historic demonstra- 
tion of the practicability of com- 
munications satellites. 

During the early weeks of the 
experiment a number of historic 
satellite firsts were scored. 
These included: taped and live 
television from Europe; color 
and two-way TV tests; two-way 
telephony between New York and 
Paris; transmission of avariety 
of digital data; and transmis- 
sion of high-speed, two-tone fac- 
simile copy, including pages of 
the N. Y. Times. 

In addition to the communica- 
tions experiments the Telstar 
satellite’ carried instruments 
which gave valuable information 
about the effect of the space en- 
vironment on satellites. Later 
Telstar helped verify the 
existence of Van Allen radiation 
belts surrounding the earth. 

Now, ocean - spanning tele- 
vision broadcasts ‘‘V ia satellite’’ 
are almost commonplace. In Feb- 
ruary, Americans watched 
President Nixon toast Chou En 
Lai in Peking’s Great Hall of 
the People, live and in color. 
Sports fans watched the world’s 


greatest athletes perform live 
from the 1972 Winter Olympics 
in Japan. And probably the most 
awe-inspired scene of these 
times -- man’s first step on the 
moon -- was beamed in- 
stantaneously via _ satellite to 
homes throughout the world once 
the signal was received by Apollo 
Project’s terrestrial network. 

Today’s satellites play an 
integral part in America’s over- 
seas communications, providing 
almost half of the telephone cir- 
cuits linking the United States 
to the rest of the world. 

AT&T’s Long Lines Depart- 
ment, the Bell System unit for 
interstate and international serv- 
ices, is the world’s largest user 
of satellite circuits, Long Lines 
leases the circuits from the Com- 
munications Satellite Corpora- 
tion (Comsat), created by Con- 
gress under private ownership in 
1962 to handle America’s over- 
seas satellite facilities, 

Still another important step in 
the use of satellites came re- 
cently with the announcement by 
the Federal Communications 
Commission that private com- 
panies, including AT&T, will be 
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permitted to provide domestic 
communication services via 
satellites. 

The Telstar satellite has been 
silent since 1963. But it is ex- 
pected to continue orbiting the 
earth for another 200 years, 
Already it has spun around the 
globe some 34,000 times, 

In order to conduct the Tel- 
star experiment the Bell System 
also built on a hilltop inAndover, 
Maine, a station to transmit and 
receive signals from the satellite 
and to tie them into the nation- 
wide telephone network. 

The satellite, designed by Bell 
Laboratories, the research and 
development unit of the Bell Sys- 
tem, weighed only 170 pounds and 
was powered by nickel-cadmium 
batteries, recharged by 3,600

It 
was only when those first voice 
signals finally came through and 
the picturés appeared on our TV 
monitors that we could all breathe 
again,’”’ 

AT&T. Long Lines’ vice 
president for engineering imple- 
mentation, Robert E. Sageman, 
was satellite projects engineer 
in 1962. He remembers that there 
was great confidence in the 
satellite. 

‘‘We had tested the Telstar 
satellite in simulations of every 
conceivable space environment,”’ 
he says, ‘‘and we knew it would 
stand up. But, the record of rocket 
success in the United States had 
been somewhat disappointing in 
the early years.”’ 

After all the attention Ameri- 
cans had been giving the Telstar 
project prior to launch and with 
live television coverage by the 
three major networks already 
scheduled, the Bell System had 
no contingency plan in case the 
launch or Telstar satellite failed. 

‘‘We had to be right the first 
time,’’ says Sagemen, ‘‘And due 
to the teamwork of so many 
people, we were.”

Life On 
Monhegan 
Island 


By Wayne Hanley 

It’s a well-established fact that 
one cannot become lost on a 
small island. 

We confirmed this recently 
while watching a few interesting 
sea birds from the eastern cliffs 
of Monhegan Island. We were 
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looking from Little Whitehead, or 
possibly Blackhead. That is, if 
we were not standing at the time 
at Green Point. The truth is, of 
course, that we thought we were 


standing at Pulpit Rock. Others, 
who knew the island, insisted 
however that we must have been 
at Squeaker Cove, 

Our observation point certain- 
ly bore one of those names. For 
all the names are listed on the 
eastern side of Monhegan and 
we had followed carefully a map’s 
dashed trails to the spot. Un- 
fortunately, the trails them- 
selves bore no dashes. They

Mosel - Saar - Rewer,

The description above on a 
German wine label, beyond 
the vintage year (1966), 
means: (1) the wine is from 
the Mosel - Saar - Rewer 
region, (2) more specifical- 
ly, from the town of Wehlen 
(in the Mittle-Mosel) and the 
vineyard Sonnsnuhr (Sun Dial), 
(3) the wine is estate-bottled 
(Orig.-Abfg.) from (4) the 
combined property (Weingut) 
of Schwaab-Baumler-Erten. 

The wine is ‘‘Auslese’’ 
made from hand selected 
bunches of especially ripe 
berries. Auslese is the predi- 
cate of this wine. There are 
several legally defined predi- 
cates. ‘‘Spatlese’’ means 
literally ‘‘late harvest”; the 

_ grapes were picked several 
weeks after the normal har- 
vest. Therefore, the grapes 


are more mature, flavorful, 
and fruity and the resulting 
wine is more distinctive. 

Auslese a ‘‘selected: 
harvest,’’ usually from the 
late harvest, whereby the best 
bunches of grapes are set 
aside and pressed separately. 
The additional sugar associ- 
ated with an‘‘Auslese” usual- 
ly produces a wine with more 
body than a normal vintage 
wine or late harvest wine 
(Spatlese) and a certain 
velvety lusciousness which 
makes these German wines 
so unique and superb. 

There are two other 
predicates; Beerenauslese 
and Trockenbeerenauslese. 
Beerenauslese means ‘‘berry 
selection’? and Trockenbeer- 
enauslese ‘‘dry berry selec- 
tion.” Both of these wines are 
made from individually 
selected berries and are 
magnificently sweet, precious 
and rare. 
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those areas where the trails 
bore through tunnels within a 
coniferous forest. 

It is not as though we were 
lost -- not even during those 
hour-long stretches in which we 
had no idea of the direction we 
were traveling. We knew all the 
time we were on Monhegan. One 
always is conscious of being 
present on Monhegan since there 
are so few places even remotely 
comparable. 

The residents of Monhegan are 
a peculiar lot who persist in 
supposing that the quantity of 
living is associated withthe qual- 
ity of life. As a result of their 
backwardness Monhegan has re- 
mained one of the few places left 
that is worth visiting. 

The trip was made with the 
Maine “Audubon Society. It was 
a journey more in search of 
beauty than birds. For there is 
nothing in the way of birds that 
can be found on the island that 
could not be found on the main- 
land. 

While sailing to~ and from 
Monhegan, we saw several dozen 
Wilson’s petrels, one gannet, a 
couple common loons, a great 
blue heron and uncounted dovble- 
crested cormorants. 

In the coniferous woods on 
Monhegan there were several 
nesting magnolia warblers, some 
black-and-white warblers, some 
blackpoll warblers, many black- 
throated green warblers and an 
oversupply of yellow warblers. 
There was at least one ovenbird 
and a few redstarts. 

A black-billed cuckoo flew into 
thickets at a salt marsh near 
the southern end of the island. 
There was at least one Traill’s 
flycatcher, one wood peewee and 
one great crested flycatcher. 
Cedar waxwings were commonon 
the southern side of the island. 

At almost every cove there 
were flotillas of small eider 
ducklings that had put to seawith 
their mothers, At Squeaker Cove 
-- Or some place over there 
beyond the dashes on the map -- 
a ruby-throated hummingbird 
visited flowers. 


The whole panorama was sur- 
veyed largely under sunny skies, 
which I was assured is typical 
of Monhegan,

In Supply 


This will be a good week for 
vegetable lovers, according to 
the Massachusetts Department 
of Agriculture. Most Massachu- 
setts crops are in excellent sup- 
ply at roadside stands and 
markets. 

Leading the best buy list this 
week are local green beans and 
beets. Many New Englanders get 
double use from beets. They 
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slice and boil the root portion, 
and the tender green is boiled 
also and makes an excellent dish 
much like spinach. Be careful 
not to overcook the greens as 
they’1l become mushy. 

Cabbage is in good supply also, 
The most common variety makes 
excellent coleslaw because it ts 
young, tender and has a mild 
flavor. And, of course, a New 
England boiled dinner just 
wouldn’t be complete without 
boiled cabbage. 

Lettuce from nearby farms 
continues as a good value this 
week, Romaine being most plenti- 
ful and excellent in a tossed 
salad. Some people even boil 
fresh, young lettuce and serve 
as a vegetable. The secret here, 
also, is not to over cook, 

Tender young fresh peas, yel- 
low and zucchini squash are in 
good supply and can be used in 
a variety of ways. In selecting 
summer squash, the ones with 
the pale yellow skin are the 
tenderest and most flavorful. 

Word from the MDA ig that 
sweet corn lovers will have to 
hold their breath for a little 
longer. The first crop should 
begin to appear in early August 
and the outlook is good. Follow- 
ing the rains, the warm, humid, 
sunny weather of late is perfect 
for growing corn. In fact, old 
timers say that you can almost 
hear the corn growing in this 
kind of weather.

Every family which makes $26 
thousand or less a year should 
back a graduated income tax 
for Massachusetts, argues 
Governor Sargent’s staff 
economist. 

Edward Moscovitch, a former 
Williams College teacher and 
Federal Reserve Bank econo- 
mist, figures the state would 
gain some $100 million from the 
federal government alone under 
the proposed system whichvoters 
will decide on this November. 

On the state ballot this fall 
is a referendum question. If a 
majority of voters approve it, 
the Legislature will be authorized 
to replace the present flat-grant 
state income tax system with the 
graduated income method in use 
in 35 other states. 

What this means, according to 
advocates of the measure which 
has keen defeated here twice in 
the last ten-years, is a reduction 
in state taxes for 96 percent of 
Massachusetts residents, 

To raise the same revenues 
by the graduated income method, 
Mr. Moscovitch figures families 
earning $12,600 ayear could have 
state taxes cut more than half 
-- from the present $415 to$205. 
Families making $16,000 or so a 
year would save nearly $200; 
their taxes would drop from $588 
to $390. 

Of course, the people who’d 
pay more state taxes are the 
people in the top income brack- 
ets. And, argues Mr. Mosco- 
vitch, this is just as it should 
be. 
“Now,” he says, ‘‘a floor 
sweeper pays five percent of his 
income to the state. A bank 
president pays the same five 
percent, but he can deduct those 
payments from his federal in- 
come tax and end up paying only 
about two and one-half percent 
of his income to the state. It 
just isn’t fair.” 

Mr. Moscovitch doesn’t say 
taxes will actually go downunder 
the graduated income formula. 


about two and one-half percent of 
his income formula. 

“‘There’s no realistic prospect 
of slowing down spending,” he 
admits. ‘‘But the present tax 
system hasn’t controlled spend- 
ing either -- that’s a whole 
separate subject. At least, the 
graduated income tax will raise 
the same amount of money ina 
more equitable way.” 

One result of a favorable vote 


on the November referendum will 
be to clear the way for an end to 
the current nine percent state 
tax on unearned income. 

This, in the economist’s view, 
now penalizes thousands of 
widowed or retired people who’ve 
been able to put some money into 
investments. 

‘I’m in favor of taxing the 
wealth more,’’ he says, ‘‘but not 
for making categories of income, 
because that’s penalizing inno- 
cent people.’’ 

The graduated income tax may 
bring more federal money to 
Massachusetts in two ways.. 

First, President Nixon’s 
revenue-sharing plan, which has 
been approved by the House of 
Representatives and now awaits 
Senate approval, will filter more 
federal funds to states with a 
graduated income tax system. 

Second, under the system, a 
family earning $38 thousand 
a year would have its state tax 
raised $800 -- from $1,800 to 
$2,600 -- but with deductions it 
will be able to get half of the 
increase off Federal taxes. 

So Mr. Moscovitch says that 
of the $200 million more that 
Massachusetts families making 
$26 thousand or more will have 

to pay, the federal government 
will actually provide $100 mil- 
lion. 

Arguments against the gradu- 
ated income tax center around 
the prospect that highrates might 
drive executives out of 
Massachusetts and thus stem in- 
dustrial growth. 

Mr. Moscovitch concedes that 
high-level management men 
won’t like what a graduated in- 
come will do to their pocket- 
books but feels that other state 
business investment credit plans 
will still keep industry interested 
in staying in, and moving to, 
Massachusetts. 

Besides, he says, taxes are 
rising in every other state -- 
mainly via the graduated income 
method, 

‘‘We’re not acting in isola- 
tion,’? he concludes. ‘‘Soon, there 
won’t be any place to hide.’’

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The Junction 


As unpopular as the subject of spending money may be, 
it becomes evident as time passes, that the Lowell Junction 
site for a new sanitary landfill operation may be the best 
decision for the town. 

The board of health, following its June hearing on the 
health aspects of the dump, this week informed the select- 
men that both sites were suitable for a landfill operation.: 

In its letter, noting the decision, the board indicated 
that Lowell Junction area is less apt to create health pro- 
blems. The Cyr-Cronin-Brooks site on Woburn street 
“adequately prepared and operated according to state 
standards would fall into the same category,” the health 
officials state. 

We are entirely sympathetic to the financial problems 
of the community. 

We are cognizant of the comparative costs of the two 
sites, Lowell Junction being costly due to its industrially 
zoned category. 

But, to date, the core of opposition has been from the 
Woburn street residents. 

They fear for safety of children, heavy equipment on 
the streets, the possibility of high nuisance due to litter. 

There is the problem of heavy equipment passing the 
South school area, with or without proposed town collec- 
tion of refuse. 


Another Box 


Now that the mail drop has been apparently firmly 


ensconced in its new setting on Main street, we would like | 


to suggest the Post Office department go a step further. 

We would like to see the residents coming downtown 
accorded the same privilege as those heading in the other 
direction, thus the placement of a snorkel box across the 
street. 

The mail drop came under fire of sorts in recent weeks. 

It has rather quietly submerged itself in controversy 
what with parking regulations, traffic hazards, incon- 
venience, etc., until a location was agreed upon. 

The box is now taking up only one parking space, 
seems less hazardous and to date only one unknowing 
prominent citizen has fallen victim of the no parking ban 
imposed by its presence. 

Now, the residents who are coming from the other 
direction seem entitled to the same privilege in this era of 
equality. 

If the postal authorities could see fit to placing another 
snorkel somewhere opposite the post office, we'd be de- 
lighted. 

This would avoid having to go around the block to get 
at the one already in place, or even, heaven forbid, making 
a U-turn, completely illegal, to accommodate convenience 
and the U. S. Postal service. 


Summer 


Summer and its hot spells generally bring along things 
that can be counted upon to happen. 


There are such things as the air conditioner breaking 


down, the pool filter breaking, the car overheating on the 
way to the beach, or even worse, in the traffic on the way 
home. 

Then there are the usual things such as road improve- 
ments. 

Timing being everything, communities are sure to begin 
their tarring programs just at the peak of the summer heat. 

Patience is required to cope with this particular pro- 
gram, which is done in the spirit of progress and assistance 
to the residents of the town. 

So, when junior comes in with tar-filled sneakers, or 
parks his tar and sand encrusted bike in the garage, or right 
smack in the middle of the front walk, take heart, vou’re 
not alone, the neighbors are wrestling with the same 
problem. 

When you’re driving over a newly surfaced road and sand 


smacks the coating of your car, don’t fret, the guy behind 
and in front of you is going through the same thing. 

Based on television philosophy, look at it this way, 
“They’ve done the whole street,” and it might seem like 
the whole town before the program is finished, but the 
pavement will be better for it in the months ahead, 
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The thought that West school people have put up with 


it for many years is noble. 


Moving it to Lowell Junction would aid in moving the 
trucks away from school districts altogether. 

Ultimate use of the property is another factor for con- 
sideration. Modern technology would probably rule that an 
industrial site could be utilized more readily than a resi- 
dential following use of an area for sanitary landfill 


purposes. 


The use of Lowell Junction does not remove from the 
community a considerable area of prime industrial land. 
There is still an abundance of industrial real estate there, 


as well as in West Andover. 


The decision will rest finally with the town at town 
meeting. The selectmen could be expected to make their 
recommendations at a meeting on Monday night. 

The town meeting decision will be made by the general 


voting public. 


Many of those to be affected by any decision regarding 
the Cyr-Cronin-Brooks area will be unable to participate, 
since they are new residents of the town and will not be 
eligible to vote, having not met residency requirements. 


The decision is difficult. 


But the one which seems most generally inoffensive, 
points to use of the Lowell Junction area.

The recent TOWNSMAN 
article, ‘‘Low Income Housing 
Plan Is Studied’? describes the 
possibility of our local and 
regional planning boards, select- 
men, and housing authority co- 
operating and bringing positive 
leadership to increase the num- 
ber of public housing units in 
Andover. Equally important to 
increasing the number will be 
the decision as to the method 
of housing the families, either 
by small scattered site units, 
or larger project areas. 

The most important ingredi- 
ents of the boards’ decisions 
will be positive attitudes and a 
sincere desire to offer the best 
possible subsidized housing to 
qualified families. I hope these 
attitudes andthe desire are there, 
Obstruction and tactics to delay 
the housing can only result in

Town residents have pressured 
and worked tirelessly to insure 
that Andover have a balanced 
supply of housing. Unfortunately, 
over the past decade, Andover 
has increasingly become a town 
of expensive single-family homes 
and luxury apartments. The un- 
fortunate part is that there has 
been very little initiative to bal-

ance needed upper and middle- 
class homes with equally needed 
lower-income dwellings. Withthe 
inclusion of lower-income units, 
we have an opportunity to enrich 
Andover’s_ population with 
teachers, firemen, policemen, 
and blue-collar workers, citizens 
that presently find it nearly im- 
possible to live in our town, 

Support of public housing will 
insure that Andover will once 
again become a more dynamic

The Soviet exhibition’s retro- 
spective section is highlighted 
by a group of Icons from the 


“15th to the 18th centuries which 


show the expressive power of 
this tradition of religious paint- 
ing. 

A group of national treasures 
once belonging to the Tzars re- 
call the splendor of the Russian 
court, One spectacular 17th cen- 
tury robe owned by a Patriarch 
of the Russian Orthodox Church 
is woven of gold thread and 
embroidered with diamonds, 
rubies, emeralds and pearls. 
Viewers will particularly enjoy 
Ivan the Terrible’s jeweled sad- 
dle, a silver chalice used by 
the mother of Peter the Great, 
and a bird-shaped bowl of gold 
and precious stones made in 1624 
for Tzar Mikhail Fjodorovich 
Romanov. 

The artistic achievement of 
the Scythian culture, which 
flourished nearly 3,000 years 
ago in the Black Sea area is 
represented by a number of works 
including an intricately designed 
plaque with a griffin head. Em- 
broidery, wood carving, iron 
work, porcelain, and a range of 
traditional art forms complete 
the retrospective section. 

The folk art in the con- 
temporary section reveals the 
stylistic diversity of the 15 
Soviet Republics, originally com- 
posed of over 100 separate na- 
tions.

After 
retreating a few feet, observe 
the color of the snake, the head, 
stripes or bands around the body 
and other characteristics so you 
can get proper identification. 
There are no chemicalsor plants 
which will repel effectively. So, 
if the snake is dangerous you 
may call the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Fisheries and Wild- 
life for assistance. 

The wasp problem is more 
common than snakes. They build 
their nests in and around homes 
-- beneath eaves, on porches, 
behind shutters, in trees and 
shrubbery, and sooner or later 
somebody gets stung.

‘*‘Wasps” is available free on 
request to the Extension Editor,

Frishman Opens Art Gallery 


The Daniel Frishman Gallery 
of Art, featuring work by artists 
from all over the United States, 
has opened in the historical 1726 
Samuel Hallet House, 933 Main 
St., Osterville. 

The work of 13 artists, includ- 
ing 6 Indian painters from the 
Arizona-New Maxico area, will 
be displayed. A highlight of the 
gallery’s offerings are the work 
of Edna Hibel of Brookline, an 
artist represented in many 
collections throughout the world, 

Dr. Frishman, who with. his 
wife Ruth, owns the gallery, said 
the paintings cover a variety of 
media - oil, water color, collage, 
tempera, mixed media, oil pastel 
and charcoal. Metal sculpture 
will also be sold. 

In addition, Dr. Frishman said, 
the gallery has the best of Hopi, 
Zuni and Navajo jewelry. Two of 
the artists are Loloma and Eveli 
‘whose work is more in the 
realm of art than craft,’ the 
gallery owner said, 

The work of the Hopis is sil- 
ver overlay; that of the Navajos 
is turquoise and silver. TheZuni 
jewelry combines contemporary 
and traditional artistry. 

Work for sale at the gallery 
covers a broad spectrum and 
is priced in the $25 to $3000 
range. The gallery will be the 
exclusive Cape Cod representa- 
tives for Miss Hibel’s litho- 
graphs, 

In addition to Miss Hibel, paint- 
ers and graphacists include 
Henry McDaniel of Quincy; Hal 
Singer who resides in the Barne- - 
gat Light area of New Jersey; 
Gibbs Milliken of Austin, Texas; 
Arthur Sussman of Albuquerque, 
New Mexico; Seymour Tubis of 
Santa Fe, New Mexico and David 
Sullivan of Andover. 

Mr. McDaniel is a member 
of the Boston Guild of Artists 
and paints exclusively in water 
colors. He has won several area 
art awards. 

Mr. Singer works inoils, which 
are somewhat nostalgic, usually 
of a young girl or ayoung couple. 

Mr. Milliken teaches art at the 
University of Texas in Austin. 
He started out as a geologist- 
biologist but changed his field 
to art. He is listed in ‘‘Who’s 
Who in American Art.” The 
gallery is showing his oils, 
graphics and charcoals. His 
graphics are exceedingly simple 
and sometimes will be a leaf, 
small plant or hummingbird. 


Mr. Sussman devotes most of 
his time to painting but also 
teaches some _ specialized 
courses in art at the University 
of New Mexico. His modernday 
renditions of Biblical figures in 
oils in the tradition of the Old 
Masters, have been especially 
popular. 

Mr.-Tubin is head of the De- 
partment of Painting at the In- 
stitute of American Indian Art 
in Santa Fe. Both his oils and 
graphics will be shown. 

Mr, Sullivan has had a recent 
successful one-man show at the 
Andover Gallery of Fine Arts and 
won a gold medal in the Febru- 
ary Audubon Artists of America 
annual show. 

Commenting on the Indian 
painters, Dr. Frishman said that 
they do not do the typical ‘‘In- 
dian on a Horse’’ type painting, 
although their works utilize In- 
dian themes and are frequently 
impressionistic. 

**Because the sand and desert 
and colored rock are so mucha 
part of their world, some of them 
actually integrated various sands 
and colored minerals into their 
paintings. On the other hand,” 
Dr, Frishman continued, ‘‘some 
of the paintings are frequently 
Indian in nature.’’ 

One of the most interesting 
Indian painters is David Paladin 
who paints under the name of 
Chethlahe. Mr. Paladin lives in 
Prescott, Arizona and teaches 
at Prescott University. In 
Christmas of 1970, one of his 
works was used as a Christmas 
Card for UNICEF, 


Other Indian painters repre- 
sented are Charles Lovato; R.

Maynard Austin will be for Wild- 
wood Road, Random Lane, Sun- 
crest Road, Bancroft Road and 
Red Spring Road. 

The annual program includes 
the installation of pipes to handle 
surface water drainage invarious 
sections of town, according to a 
master plan. 

In prior years, the town an- 
nually appropriated $50,000 for 
the program. 

With the wet spring and storms 
around town meeting time, 
emphasis was placed onthe over- 
all problem throughout the town 
and the selectmen and manager 
decided to seek a full $100,000 
this year rather than the $50,000 
as approved by the finance com- 
mittee in past years, and again 
this year.
